the legationors at Peking were ahve 
long after the date which wm aald to 
bave marked their massacre, is beuic 
elowly l)Ut surely coiiflrin.-^d. 

The most important contribution in 
■upport of our government's position 
since the receipt of tlie Conger auto- 
graph letter, reprejicnting the foreign 
niijjlsters to huvo been alive ou ,Iiiiy 
4 came from United Status Cou^al 
Fowler at Chefoo. 

The letter referred to by the can-'iii 
as coming from the German lt.K.iUi;u 
at Peking is wiiiiiisfvl Iwv tj li.ive heeii 
an autographic letter aud such ab- 
■oltttely removed from the possibility 
of ftnud. 

The Japuu'se rf ;)ro::entativo is al. o 
understood tu have come ujwii to tlii; 
lea without having pasiied througu 
Chinese hands. Thut was one of th. 
first ros.ilts of the private nic-hon.;. r 
j^ydtem iiiaiigur'iied by the c().iiinau>!- 
era of the allied forces. Taken In con- 
junction the two reports submitted hy 
Mr. Fowler added overwhelmingly to 
the weight of t. stiniouy in favor of ex- 
istence of t le kg.itioners. 

General Chaffee, whose arrival Is re 
ported by cable from Cuv-^oo, cert / 
made remarable time in going troia 
Nagasaki to Takii in two days, show 
ing that the transport Grant mll^t 
bare been pressed to her utmost. Tho 
general's horses are expected to ar 
five there In about a week, whefl the 
forward movement on Peking prob- 
ably will begin. 

UiiKllsh Onicials Convince <l. 
London, July 30.— At last the Brilinh 
fovernment is convinced taat the min- 
isters at Peking are safe. Pint advices 
were regarded with a certain amount 
Of doubt. But once the Britiflh con.-^nl 
at Tien Tsln officially confirmed them, 
all doubts vanished. In the bouse of 
oonmons the parliamentary secretary 
tot the foreign odice, Mr. William St. 
John Frederick, read the dispatch from 
the British consul at Tien Tsin, say- 
lat that the foreign miniiten at Pe- 
king were safe July 22. Sir Broderick 
also read a dl&patch In which the state- 
ment was made that a strong body of 
troop*. compoMd almost entirely of 
Hwang- Sus was airound the legations, 
and that the Chinese were forced to 
block the river with «unken oraft. 
With a breach on the left bank, in or- 
der to flood the eouatry to the east- 
ward. Mr. Broderick added that the 
council of admirals decided, July 16, 
that the railroad between Taku ant 
Tien TllB abould be guarded and man- 
•fid by tho Ruaslana. The govern 
■tnt ha.s Informed Russia It acquiesc- 
ed, as the arrangement mlKbt be the 
moat convenient, but that it must be 
cleMTly understood that the line would 
revert to Its former managemeBt, that 
Is, the British, on termination of hos- 
tilities. Mr. Broderick added that he 
did not yet know who WM to have su- 
preme command.

Sent a Runner. 

N( w York, July 30.— A dispati h 
from Chffoo, July 27, says: "The Jap- 
anese consul at T en T^^in sent a run- 
ner on July 16 to Peking. On the li>d\ 
the runner left Peking, bringing a ci- 
pher telegram to the .lapam.-^e govern- 
ment. It reads tliat we are defending 
our.selvea agalnat the Chinese very 
well, but now the attack has stopped.

July 30.— The latest advices from Pe- 
king, under date of July 16, say that 
the legation.!? are holding out. Th? 
Chinese attacked the legations on the 
night of July 10, but wi re led into a 
trap by the Americans and British and 
1,000 of them were killed. Afterward 
they continued bombarding ths lega- 
tions more freely. 

Out. of Danger. 

Brussels, July 30.— A dispatch from 
the KiLsslan admiral, Alexleff, dated at 
Tien Tsln, July 30, and communicate 1 
to the foreign office, states that the 
latest news ooBflmu ths report that 
he foreign mlBlsttrs at PsklBg art out 
of danger.

Wonza, July 30.— After the siiootins, 
of King Humbert here Sunday night, 
a.-j soon an i;i-; majesty's att( ndant 
could realize what had happened he 
was placed In his carriage and driven 
as rapidly as possible to the place. He 
was, however, beyond human aid. 

The assassin's name is variou.sly 
given as Angelo and uaetno Bressi. 
He was born In Prato, November lu, 
1869, and Is x weaver by trade. 

He comee from America, where he 
had resided in PatersoB, N. J. He says 
he lidd no nciomplices, and that he 
commitled tae crime because of his 
hatred of monarchical institutions. 
Hcreai he iMonza, .luly 27. from Milan, 
where he stayed a tew days. 

About the AsKMMtn. 

Patersoii. .N. J., July 30.— The rumor 
that Augeio Bressi, who was arre.-ie l 
at Mouza, Italy, for the assassination 
of King Humbert had lived here, caus- 
ed quite a sensation in the Italian 
quarter. It was learned that a silu 
weaver named Angelo Bressi. aged .30 
years had worked in the sak mills 
owned by Hamil ft Booth in this city 
up to May 7 last. He left for Italy 
about that date ,iiiil nothing has le'en 
heard of him since. Thoi-e wlio knew 
him say be was an Inoffensive man. li 
is said he had a wife aud a seven-ye.ir- 
old daughter, who lived somewhere in 
Iloliokeii, aiui that he visitcil tliem 
rtgularly every Sunday. Where tliey 
lived, or whether they accompanied 
him on his return to luly could not be 
atceriaiued. 



Had to Take ('hances. 

Milford, Mass., July 30. — General 
William F. Draper, United States am- 
bassador to Italy, who recently ar- 
rived at his home here, when int'ortned 
of the assassination of King Humbert, 
was very much affected. "I am ter- 
ribly shocked and Infinitely dlstre.-^s- 
ed," he said. "Tiiis must liave Ijfen 
the work of an anarchi&t. At the time 
of the attack upon the emprees of 
Au.stria, King Humbert was cautioned 
to be more careful of his safety, but 
he said T must take chances. That is 
part of the trade of a king.' He was a 
man always of the most invincible 
courage. It was his daily habit to 
drive about Rome entirely unattend- 
ed." Ambassador Draper said Ih.i', 
King Humbert was very popular with 
all ef his subjects except those opposed 
to all government and the extreme 
Clericals, and added: "AH the world 
will >ympathize with QueSB Margher- 
ita in her grief." 



MnMHKeH of C^oiidolence. 
Washington, July 80.— The followi-ng 
measage o< condolence on the death of 
King Humbert has been seat from this 
country to Italy by President McKin- 
iey: "Department of state, Wa.shiiig 
ton, July 30.— His Majesty, VlLtorio 
Bmanuel, Rome. — In my name and on 
behalf ef ths American people, I offei 
your majesty BBd the Italian nation 
sincere condoleoee In this, thler hour 
of deep bereavement" The following 
message has been sent to Baron Fava, 
the Itallaa aiabassador to this oouatry, 
by Secretary Hay: "The tidings of 
the kings assassination has profoundly 
shocked public sentiment. The presi- 
dent has telegraphed to his majesty, 
Vittorio Bmanuela, offering Ib his 
his name and on behalf of the Ameri- 
can people, sincere condolences lu this 
hour of deep iMreavement. Pai-mit me 
to add the assurances of psnasal sym- 
pathy."

•irnor Brown for the defense made a 

f.otion for peremptory iiistructloiis for 
ft verdict of acquital. The motion was 
submitted without argument and was 
promptly overruled by the court. The 
defendant occupied hla customary seit 
among the attorneys for tiio defi iis'J 
and seemed to direct for the mort part 
the movements of his counsel. A large 
niimlier of witnesses for the defease, 
iiu liuling ex-Governor W. 0. Bradley, 
arrived. Lawyer Faulkner of Itorbour- 
ville, stated the case, giving the liuo of 
evidence for the defense. 

He reviewed the political events for 
th last nine months and said the de- 
fense won; 1 .-.liuw that the coni-'sis 
over the state ofWces were not tried on 
Judicial lines, but on a partisan basis, 
and that politics were reaponsiljle for 
the pre^riit iirosecutlons.

London, July 30. — The following of- 
ficial di.-patrli has b^on received from 
Lord Roberts, dated Pr'-toriu, July 2!l. 
"On July 26 .MacUonald fought a rear 
guard action with the enemy from 
early morning until dark, nine milej 
outside of Naauw pool t, in the Beth- 
lehem bills, resulting in bis effectually 
blocking Naauwpoort Nek to the Boer 
wagons. 

"Hunter reports that the enemy 

twice ciu'cked bis adv.iiii'e Ijy holding 
strong positions on iw(j neks, one oi 
which was taken before dark by the 
Scots and the Royal Irish, the Wilt- 
shire and the Lelnster regiments. Our 
casualtie- u'-if only five or six. The 
sfri ond ncdi was taken during the fight, 
by the Scot.-? and Guards without oppo- 
sition, the enemy retiring closely to 
Naauwpoort 

"Prisoners taken state tint 1,200 
boughers would surrender if guaran- 
teed that they would be treated as 
prisoners of war and nut as rebels. To 
this I had assented. As a result of 
the.-e operations Prlnsloo, command- 
ing tho Boers, asked, under a flag of 
truce this morning a four days amaiS' 
tice for peace negotiations. 

"Hunter replied the only terms he 
coulil accept were uii'-oadiiioiial sur- 
render, aud until these were complied 
with, hostilities could not ce ise. I ex- 
pressed my approval and tol 1 Hunter 
on no account to enter into negotia- 
tion,-. 

As I am writing a tel'-jram has 
come from Hunter saying t.iat Prlns- 
loo had wiitten a second lettor ex- 
pi' ssing wililngne.ss to hand over him- 
self wiih his iiii-n, rill':'.-, aiiiiiiunition 
and ther firearms u|jj:i tondition lliat 
the horses, saddles, bridles and other 
possessions of the bingliers Ije guar- 
anteed them and they be tree to letiirn 
to th' ir liomcs. 

"1 have replied that the surrender 
must be absolutely unconditional, that 
all rifles, ammunition, horsey: and 
other possessions must lie riven up, 
,ind that the burghers will b- consid- 
ered prisoners of war. 1 added that 
Prlnsloo's overtures will not be al- 
lowed In any way to interfere with 
Hunter's operations, which must be 
continiu'd until tbi- enemy is defeated 
or have surrendered." 

A later dispatch from General Rob- 
erts dated July 29. confirms the sur- 
render of Prlnsloo with 5,000 Boers.

In one 
county — Shelby— the Democrats wait- 
ed a little too long In notifying the 
probate judge of the county of Demo- 
cratic candidates and the names will 
be omitted from the offlclal ballot. 
This did not occur in any other ooua- 
ty aad some stiff work has bees doaa 
Ib behalf of the Democratic ticket

During near- 
ly the whole year since the plague began 
the entire Village has assembled for a 
daily praye^meetlBg at eaeb bonae in 
turu. While thousands died in neigh- 
boring villages, there luii^ not been a gingle 
rase here. 

Let those who scoff at the work of 
Christian missions explain away a fact 
like this. Three generations of Chris- 
tians dwell there. The auperstltiuos of 
their heathen neighbors have no more 
bold upon them than upon American 
boys and girls. Two useful preachers of 
the gorp.jl bave already gone out from 
here ; and a hoy leads his cla?.« of over 
lUO in the Anglo-Chinese College at Foo- 
Cbow.

Letter of and Italian ^ulct(Ie Beariag 
on Ktug Hunibert'ii Assassliititlon. 
New York, July 30 — Tea daya ago an 
Italian at Pateraon, N. J., named Car- 
bone Spera&ao, laid down his life and 
so absolred himself from his pledge to 
kill King Humbert of Italy. He killed 
Gulaeppe Fessloa., aud then took b>a 
own life. It wan said that he held 
bifh place in the Mafla. The two men 
(uarreled and Speranza shot Peaaina 
nnd blew out his own l)rain.s. A very 
atraage letter was found in the mur- 
derer's pocket In tbe letter which 
Spf^ianza had prepared he set forth 
that he was chosen by lil.s anarchlbt 
comrades to kill the l-'.nm of Italy, but 
that, owing to tbe fact that be waa in 
thia country on the daite aet tor the at* 
temptataBsa.sslnation, he could not ful- 
011 the obllgatiuu. "Thiii ia not of my 
bidding," wrote Speranza, "but the 
good and brave society wills it. On 
February S, In Italy, it waa my lot and 
my order to kill the king. My number 
came out in America and I could not 
do It. They gave me liberty, but or- 
dered that tbe will of tbe society muat 
be obeyed. They bare aaid that be- 
cause I wa.s in America, that I could 
do nothing but I will ahuw them that 
I do not talk only. Companions, 
either renouaoe the society or in ai- 
lenoe obey the oaith of blood."
